ſtood it to the laſt : Beſides, we had the 
Offer of Gardner's and Hamilton's Nra- 
gooris; and then we had the Caſtle, 
which could have defended the Weſt- 
Port; and the North-Loch ; and 400 
Soldiers in the Caſtle.: But our P----ſt 
would hear no body but thoſe that were 
for deſtroying us.

Cantines, 2000 Targets, and now half a 
Crown in the Pound for every Houſe. 
On the Saturday Morning the Battle 
was fought at the Place where your Coach 
gave way when you went to London. 
The Name of the Place is Preſton. The 
Numbers of our Men and theirs, by all 
I can learn, were very near equal: But 
as I have been often told by different 
People that were on the Spot at the Time, 
that after our Men were drawn up in 
Form of Battle, their General C-pe was 
never ſeen. Some ſaid, he ſcour'd off 
for Berwick ; others ſaid, he got off to a 
Man of War that lay off there ; the Men 
themſelves ſay, they were fold or left in 
the Lurch, and betrayed, their G—1 
having run off before they fired a Shot.
